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Residents urged to take an 'active' 
role in drafting town's local plan 


DORCHESTER people are being encouraged to take an 
active part in planning for the county town’s future. 

The call comes as sites for more than 1,700 extra homes 
have been put forward by local landowners to the south 
and north of the county town. 

A strip of land to the south of Dorchester’s Castle Park 
estate, which runs along the line of the bypass, is being 
suggested for an extension of the housing estate. 

The seven hectare site had been set aside for open space, 
but may now provide space for an additional 225 homes 
over a 15-year period. 

An even bigger development, of around 1,500 homes, 
is being suggested on 72 hectare to the immediate north 
of Dorchester on a strip of farmland extending in an arc 
from Charminster to Stinsford. 

The site is within an area of Local Landscape Impor¬ 
tance and includes some water meadows. Owners say the 
option is a better one than the suggestion for the majority 
of the area’s housing growth to be accommodated at 
Crossways. 

Also being put forward for development is land at 
Charminster Farm, Charminster, near St Mary’s First 
School, which the owners suggest could take 50 homes 
and a site behind the Little Chef at Winterborne Abbas 
which has been identified for nine or ten homes. 

The ideas are all being put forward by landowners and 
developers in the new local plan for West Dorset, Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland. 

All will be subject to consultation and none of the pro- 
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posals have reached the stage of seeking planning con¬ 
sent. 

In a separate, more local draft plan for the Dorchester 
area, comments are being sought on ideas to map the way 
to better housing, economic prosperity and improved 
general wellbeing for the county town and surrounding 
villages. 

The plan is open for consultation until January 18th. 

It also takes on board problems of rural bus routes and 
the need for community car schemes and car share clubs. 

Items also covered in the plan include the need for more 
allotments, disability access, more cycle routes and proj¬ 
ects which support the less well-off. 

Although much of the focus is on the growth of busi¬ 
ness and jobs the plan also looks at the need for more fa¬ 
cilities for young people, support for village halls and 
also calls for the town to have a dedicated performing and 
visual arts gallery and theatre, with the Brewery Square 
development suggested as a possible site for this. 

Safer walking and cycling routes are also suggested 
along with a plan to reduce traffic through the town cen¬ 
tre. 

The plan also recognises the need for better mobile 
phone reception and faster broadband. 

“The Partnership covers a large area which includes the 
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market town of Dorchester and 49 surrounding parishes 
and villages. 

“It is our vision that Dorchester should continue to de¬ 
velop as a thriving and vibrant town which supports the 
lively and sustainable villages in the surrounding area. 

“The community plan brings together, in one document, 
actions that will create a comprehensive forward plan for 
the area,” said DACP co-ordinator Pauline Trimming.

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Green light for new Hardy visitor centre 


THE go-ahead has been given for a new Thomas Hardy 
visitor centre at Thorncombe Woods near Dorchester. 

Dorset councillors have approved plans for the 
£700,000 visitor centre close to Hardy’s Cottage - de¬ 
spite the concerns of several local people about in¬ 
creased traffic. 

The building, which the National Trust say will be 
eco-friendly and blend in with the environment, is de¬ 
pendent upon winning around £495,000 from the Her¬ 
itage Lottery Fund. 

The project will see the demolition of the existing 


Countryside Ranger workshop barn on the corner at the 
turn in to the Thorncombe Wood car park and the con¬ 
struction of the new centre on the site. Improvements 
would also be made to the existing car park. 

County councillors visited the site prior to their meet¬ 
ing. 

The new visitor centre would be clad in locally 
sources cedar wood with aluminium framed windows 
and would provide a base for Countryside Rangers, in¬ 
cluding a workshop; a space for seminars for up to 12 
people; a small cafe; a desk for ticket sales for Hardy’s 


Cottage and a display area for guides, trail and other lit¬ 
erature. 

Within the development there would also be space for 
a Rangers’ trailer, a parking space for a Ranger’s vehi¬ 
cle, a secure cycle store and an outside seating area. 

Changes to the car park would accommodate an extra 
16 vehicles. 

One objector claimed that if the application were not 
from the National Trust and Countryside Service it 
would not be allowed. 


Town to shine this Christmas 


DORCHESTER’S Busi¬ 
ness Improvement District 
and Town Council has put 
together a package to en¬ 
sure the county town 
shines brightly this Christ¬ 
mas.

“We have worked well in 
partnership with the BID, 
most recently with this 
summer’s highly success¬ 
ful ‘flags of the world’ 
competition so I’m de¬ 
lighted to have been able 
to work with them again 
together with Trinity 
Street Christmas trees to 
ensure town had a good 
showing of illuminated 
trees this Christmas.” 

Pete Hyde owner of 
Trinity Street Christmas 
Trees: “It’s been a struggle 
over the last few years to 
have the impact on town 
that we would have liked. 

“Last year we hit an all- 
time low with barely 50 
trees in town so this initia¬ 


tive from Dorchester BID 
and the town council is 
very welcome - Just what 
we needed to brighten up 
Christmas in Dorchester.” 

Phil Gordon BID project 
director said: “When I 
heard that about the tree 
lights issues I immediately 
contacted the BID board 
with the proposal that we 
should come to the rescue 
and obtain quality sets of 
new lights (which will 
look a little different this 
year). 

“I want to thank the town 
council for yet again pro¬ 
viding the trees free and 
together with support from 
Trinity Street Christmas 
trees there will be a mas¬ 
sive 100 per cent differ¬ 
ence in the amount of trees 
going up this year. 

“I hope it helps trans¬ 
form town into a proper 


winter wonderland this 
Christmas” 

Claire Robertson BID 
chair said: “The Dorch¬ 
ester BID board is very

New bus timetables 
after service changes 


NEW bus timetables should be avail¬ 
able this week - following wide¬ 
spread changes to local services. 

Dorset County Council has been 
working with Damory Coaches to 
amend subsidised services to keep 
community bus links in operation, 
following the announcement by 
South West Coaches that 13 com¬ 
mercially-operated bus services 
would be withdrawn at the end of 
November. 

A revised service will be provided 
by Damory Coaches in the Piddle 
Valley; there will be no shopping 
services to Dorchester on Mondays, 
but on Tuesdays to Fridays the shop¬ 
ping service will be extended to start 
in Marnhull. 

On Saturdays there will be three 
round trips between Sturminster 
Newton and Dorchester. 

Other saved services include the 
207 (Weymouth - Downclose estate) 
service which will be operated in 
conjunction with the 211 (Wey¬ 
mouth - Upwey) service with a 
slightly amended route and 
timetable on both routes. 

Cabinet Member for Transport 
Peter Finney said: "I would like to 
thank Damory Coaches for their help 
in saving as many of the threatened 
services as possible without addi-

tional subsidy payment, and I hope 
that the revised services will be well 
supported. 

"As well as maintaining as many 
bus services as possible we have also 
been able to extend some routes to 
cover more of the local community, 
which is great news."

A DORCHESTER Com¬ 
munity Payback supervi¬ 
sor who has helped 
dozens of offenders com¬ 
plete their sentences - 
while at the same time 
clearing acres of rhodo¬ 
dendron from woodland 
has received a Butler 
Trust Commendation. 

In their comments on 
him offenders described 
Mervyn Harris as “firm, 
but fair”, another said he 
had helped restore his 
self-esteem and build 
confidence to find work 
while another described 
him as “an all-round 
good guy”. 

Retired Judge and But¬ 
ler Trust member Sir 
Michael Harrison pre¬ 
sented Mr Harris with his 
certificate at the Commu¬ 
nity Payback headquar¬ 
ters in Wareham. 

He said the award was 
set up to mark the good 
work being done by peo¬ 
ple who seldom received 
credit for their efforts and 
the characteristics of the 
winners were that they al¬ 
ways try to do better and 


inspire those who work 
with them. 

Mr Harris, 65, has been 
working on the Return of 
the Natives project in 
woodland close to the 
Canford Bottom round¬ 
about between Wimborne 
and Ferndown. 

Set up with the help of 
the landowner and Dorset 
Wildlife Trust in 2008 the 
work has seen acres of 
rhododendron cleared 
helping the growth of na¬ 
tive trees, flowers and 
plants which support the 
food chain and a more di¬ 
verse eco-system. 

Amongst the rhododen¬ 
dron which has been cut 
and burn was one mon¬ 
ster 100-year-old plant 
with nine separate trunks, 
some up to five metres 
long. 

Part of the scheme has 
included planting new 
trees in the cleared areas 
and putting up wooden 
boxes for bats and 
dormice, the boxes also 
being made by offenders. 

Mr Harris was also 
praised for the training he 
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Tel ~ 01305 860044 
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has offered to offenders. 

Sir Michael said the 
Butler Trust Annual 
Awards are the most 
sought after awards for 
people working in correc¬ 
tional settings in the UK 
- recognising outstanding 
dedication, skill and cre¬ 
ativity by people working 
in prisons, probation or 
youth justice settings. 

Mr Harris said he was 


pleased to receive the 
commendation and de¬ 
lighted that the conserva¬ 
tion project had been 
recognised: “Rhododen¬ 
dron on the scale we have 
been tackling is a com¬ 
plete pest, almost nothing 
grows on, under or 
around it. 

The work which has 
been done is already 
achieving results with the 


return of native species to 
the area.” 

The award is not the 
first won by Mr Harris. 
He has been presented 
with a Dorset Criminal 
Justice Award in the past 
for his supervision of an 
artificial caving complex 
built at the county Scout 
camp at Buddens Farm 
near Wareham. 

Chief executive of the 


Dorset Probation Trust, 
John Wiseman, said the 
Community Payback 
Team had an excellent 
track record in oversee¬ 
ing court sentences in a 
way which was useful to 
the community - recog¬ 
nised by previous awards 
from the Butler Trust and 
the Dorset Criminal Jus¬ 
tice awards.

Stay safe this Christmas 


8,620 road accidents in 2008 happened when a driver was over 
the legal limit for alcohol. 2,020 people were killed or seriously 
injured as a result. While these figures are high, accidents involv¬ 
ing drink driving have decreased hugely over the last 30 years. 
Deaths and serious injuries related to drink driving have fallen 
over three-quarters since 1980. 

What's the law on drink driving? 

In the UK, the alcohol limit for drivers is 80mg of alcohol per 
100ml of blood, 35mg per 100ml of breath or 107mg per 100ml 
of urine. In most other European countries, the limit is less, usu¬ 
ally 50mg per 100ml of blood. 

How much can I drink and stay under the limit? 

There is no foolproof way of drinking and staying under the 
limit. The amount of alcohol you would need to drink to be con¬ 
sidered drink driving varies from person to person. It depends 
on: Your weight. Your gender (men tend to process alcohol faster 
than women). Your metabolism. Your current stress levels. 
Whether you've eaten recently, Age (younger people tend to 
process alcohol more slowly 

Even small amounts of alcohol can affect your ability to drive 
so the only safe advice is to avoid any alcohol if you are driving. 

How alcohol affects driving 

Many of the functions that we depend on to drive safely are 
affected when we drink alcohol: the brain takes longer to recieve 
messages from the eye; processing information becomes more 
difficult; and instructions to the body's muscles are delayed re¬ 
sulting in slower reaction times. 

Blurred and double vision can also occur, which means the 
ability to see things correctly whilst driving is reduced. People 
are also more likely to take potentially dangerous riskes behind 
the wheel if they've been drinking alcohol. 

How would I be tested for drink driving? 

Even small amounts of alcohol affect your ability to drive and 
the only safe advice is to avoid any alcohol if you are driving 

If the police want to investigate whether you are over the drink 
driving limit, they will carry out a screening breath test at the 
roadside using a breath screening instrument, sometimes re¬ 
ferred to as a breathalyser. 

If you fail this test, or if they have other grounds for believing 
you were driving impaired through drink, you will be arrested 
and taken to a police station. 


At the station you will be required to provide two breath spec¬ 
imens into an evidential breath testing instrument. The lower of 
the two readings will be used to decide whether you are above 
the drink driving limit. 

If the evidential breath sample is up to 40% over the limit you 
have the right to replace your evidential breath specimen with 
blood or urine. The police officer will decide which it will be. If 
your evidential samples show that you are over the limit, you 
will be charged. 

The police can carry out a breathalyser test if you have com¬ 
mitted a moving traffic offence, or been involved in an accident, 
or have given the police grounds to believe you are over the 
limit. 

The police are allowed to stop any vehicle at their discretion, 
and will often set up drink driving check points over periods 
such as Christmas and New Years Eve. 

What's the punishment if I get caught drink driving? 

Anyone caught drink driving will be banned from the road for 
at least 12 months, and fined up to £5,000. You can also be sent 
to prison for up to six months. Imprisonment, the period of dis¬ 
qualification and size of fine depend on the seriousness of the 
offence. 

If you're caught drink driving more than once in a 10 year pe¬ 
riod, you'll be banned for at least three years. 

How to ensure you don't drink and drive 

Arrange within your group of friends who's going to be the 
designated driver. A designated driver is the person who ab¬ 
stains from alcohol on a night out so they can drive the rest of 
their group of friends home safely. 

If you live somewhere with good public transport links - take 
advantage of them. If you're planning on staying out beyond 
the last train or bus, make sure you've got a couple of taxi num¬ 
bers. 

If you have no option but to drive, stick to zero alcohol beers, 
mocktails or standard soft drinks. 

Not every night out has to involve a bar or pub - book a table 
at a restaurant or try one of our alcohol-free nights on the town 
ideas.

THE Villagers' hopes of returning home from this 
Bestwall show-piece with the Dorset & Wilts Junior 
Plate were dashed by the runaway leaders of Divi¬ 
sion 3 South who, in a highly entertaining and typ¬ 
ically end-to-end cup tie, finally made sure of 
victory with a score in the last minutes.

WEYMOUTH lost in the Dorset & Wilts Intermediate 
cup after a hard fought battle with Wimborne at 
Swanage & Wareham's Bestwall ground on Satur¬ 
day. 

After an early foray into Weymouth territory 
Wimborne conceded ground by giving away too 
many penalties, Weymouth eventually took the 
lead after five minutes with a penalty goal.

Magnificent Magpies thwarted again by Tyler

THERE was heartbreak for Dorchester Town Football 
Club and 450 travelling supporters when they just 
failed to earn themselves an exciting FA Cup 3rd 
Round tie against Wolverhampton Wanderers, when 
another remarkable display from Hatter keeper Mark 
Tyler denied them a deserved equaliser at Kenilworth 
Road on Saturday. 

Tyler had ensured his side a replay after an exhilarat¬ 
ing performance at The Avenue Stadium four days 
earlier in the FA Trophy, and once again was called on 
to produce a string of superb saves to keep the Mag¬ 
pies from snatching a deserved equaliser after Aaron 
Pugh had pulled the county town back in the game. 

Dorchester manager Phil Simpkin was under no illu¬ 
sions what to expect, and he wasn't wrong in the first 
half as the Hatters battered them, but after the interval 
the Magpies got back into the game and despite 
going two down, they took the game to Luton and all 
but caused a shock. 

With Richard Logan cup-tied, Simpkin welcomed 
back the suspended Ashley Nicholls; Jon Garcia re¬ 
placing Sam Malsom the only other change. 

Luton ensured Nicholls knew they were around 
when he was hacked down early on and after Scott 
Rendell had a shot blocked following a corner, Mark 
Jermyn replied at the other end with a shot from dis¬ 
tance that missed the goal. 

Andre Gray had caused the Magpies defence a num¬ 
ber of problems with his pace and movement in the 
first game without finding the net, and he was quick 
to pick up Charlie Clough's poor back pass. 

However Rendell was unable to take advantage, his 
first time effort being off target. Alex Lawless then 
headed wide at the far post before the Hatter took the 
lead on 29 minutes. 

Gary Beckwith's scooped ball over the Dorchester 
defence put Gray in down the left channel. He turned 
and cut in past Clough and then Nathan Walker before 
swivelling and firing a 15-yard shot just inside 
Matthew's right hand post. 

Luton pressed to increase their advantage and went 
close on several occasions as Dorchester defended 
stoutly, with Beckwith's 20-yard shot that hit the cross¬ 
bar being the closest. 

Simpkins withed Garcia for Malson at the break and 
Jamie Gleeson went close with a header that just went 
wide of the upright. Clough then had a great chance 
with a free header from Nicholls cross which just 
bounced wide. 

Dorchester were beginning to gain confidence but 
were still vulnerable to the break and Gray almost 
made them pay but Matthews did well to turn his shot 
wide. 

However, they found themselves with a mountain to 
climb when Lawless turned on JJ O'Donnell's pass to 
fire a shot across Matthews and just inside the far post 
from the angle of the area. 


Dorchester found a lifeline two minutes later when 
Jake Gosling's low corner was flicked on by Nicholls 
and swept home by Pugh from six yards. 

Buoyed by this the Magpies lifted themselves for a 
final fling. Ben Watson and Nicholls were denied by 
fabulous saves from Tyler as it was Luton's turn to be 
on the back foot. 

The former Posh 'keeper then somehow clung on to 
Sam Malsom's 15-yard thudding header as Watson 
and Dan Thompson moved in for the scraps. 

In the end it was misery for the Magpies, and they 
will be hoping that Tyler will be rested for Tuesday's 
Trophy replay. 

Charlie is Magpies darling

CHARLIE Clough's thumping headed equaliser two 
minutes into added time ensured these two sides will 
play each other three times in just eight days. 

It looked like Conference Premier side Luton Town 
had sneaked this FA Trophy First Round tie at the Av¬ 
enue Stadium when sub Stuart Fleetwood gave the 
Hatters the lead with just 12 minutes of normal time 
left, but with time running out substitute Dan Thomp¬ 
son, on loan from Portsmouth, forced a corner. 

Ratherthan wait for normal dead ball specialist Jake 
Gosling, he raced to the corner and delivered the per¬ 
fect cross for the unmarked Clough to thunder home 
from 8 yards. 

Hatters'keeper MarkTyler ranted at his defenders for 
allowing Clough the opportunity, particularly having 
made three excellent saves, one from Clough, that had 
looked to be sending his side on the road to Matlock 
in the next round, who overcame Mansfield Town in a 
replay. 

The game started disastrously for the Magpies when 
they conceded a goal in just 50 seconds of the kick¬ 
off. Clough beat striker Scott Rendell to a long cross 
but his header only found Jake Howells on the edge 
of the box who drove the ball straight back at goal. 

The ball took a deflection off of Clough forcing 
keeper Jason Matthews to save with his feet. As the 
ball ran loose Hatters striker Andre Gray sidestepped 
Matthews but miskicked as Neil Martin moved to close 
him down.The ball was going wide but unfortunately 
hit Martin and bounced into goal. 

Stunned, Dorchester almost conceded another a 
minute later, when Gray outpaced Aaron Pugh but his 
rasping drive flew wide of the near post. 

Gray was causing a lot of problems with his pace and 
movement off the ball, and in truth could have put the 
game beyond the Magpies by half-time, but his shoot¬ 
ing did not match the rest of his play, missing three of 
the simplest chances.

Dorchester finally started to find their feet, and Hat¬ 
ter's keeper MarkTyler had to be smart to get down 
and hold Gosling's low cross as Ben Watson moved in. 

He then denied Watson an equaliser midway 
through the half after former Grecian Richard Logan, 
making his debut after signing last week, neatly back 
headed a cross into the striker path.

Talking to View Sport he said:"Ob- 
viously I'm disappointed to go out 
of the cup. I knew we would get 
battered up there but we didn't dis¬ 
grace or embarrass ourselves and 
quite frankly it was their keeper that 
won them the game. 


He kept them in it on Tuesday, but 
was even better on Saturday. He is 
the top keeper in the Conference 
and you can see why." 

Mentioning one save in particular 
he added: "I was right behind Sam 
Malsom's header and that ball was 
in the bottom corner of the net; we 
all had our arms up. Then his hand 
came from nowhere and dug it out; 
it was an incredible save. 

"In the last 20-25 minutes he just 
made save after save; we wouldn't 
have beaten him if we had still been 
there now!" 

Commenting on his tactics he 
said:"We went into it 4-5-1, the idea 
being we knew we would be bat¬ 
tered and we needed to stay in the 
game, and I felt that had we gone 
into it 4-4-2 we would have proba¬ 
bly been out of the tie by halftime.
